_ MUSERATS 1 Dip 
A Min- race Let Loose, Demolishing a 
Big Factory.

BLKHART, (ind.,) Nov. 15.—This city 

was thrown into great excitement by the 


complete and peculiar destruction of the 
large factory of the Mkhart Knitting Co., 


$ situated on the St. Joseph hydraulic sys- 


tem in this place, and causing à loss of 
many thousands of dollars to the factory, 
besides the great Joss to the hydraulic 
company by the washing out of the em- 
bankment. 

Unknown to anyone, for months past a 
large number of muskrats have been bur- 
rowing about the headgates of the race 
on which several of the leading — 
of this city are located. Yesterday their 
inroads had become so great that the efh- 
bankment. about the headgates gave way, 
letting an immense head of water into 


the rate and down upon the mille. It | 


washed. out a long strip of embankment 
and then struck the knitting-mill, first 
ripping up the large dying department 
and throwing it about as though it had 
been a feather.. Tons of machinery 
dropped into the racg and remain there. 
The main portion of the factory was then 
attacked and almost entirely wrecked, 
8 $10,000 worth of damage was done 

to it, besides the loss of a large quantity 
ot manufactured stock which was hurled 
with the building into the flood and car- 
ried out into the river, where fine and or- 
dinary hosiery by the dozen pair was 
fished out by men and boys in boats, and 
women and children who stood along the 
shores with long poles... 

It was only dy the hardest exertions 
that the Harvest Queen Flouring Mills 
and the band instrument factory escaped 
a similar experience, and as it was, they 
suffered great damage. An examination of 
the race reveals that vast numbers of musk- 
rats have left the river. since cold weather 
begun and have thoroughly honeycombed 
the embankment in their efforts to 
winter quarters. So completely have they 
done their work that the whole system 
-of hydraulics, the most extensive in this 
part of the country, is threatened and a 
large force of men is engaged in cepair- 
ing the damage as rapidly as possible, be- 
fore winter closes in and the 
Means are also being dor ‘ae 
wholesale destruction of the animals 
which have become a saqurce of terror to 
the two hydraulic companies of this place. 
Already hundreds of them have been pois- 
oned, while a great many have deen 
ceught in ingeniously-contrived traps.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Chinese 
Minister, accompanied by two of ‘his suite, 
called on Secretary Gresham today. In 
view of the pendency of the negotiations 
for United States mediation between China 
and Japan the call. occasioned much com- 
ment, although the officials and diplomats 
say it was without significance. Ambassa- 
dor Patenotre of France met the Minister 
in the diplomatic room, and had a long 
and somewhat animated talk with him. 

There is a growing belief that while 
Japan L not declined to accept the sug- 
gestions at- this government to mediate, it 
has let the fact be known that Japan has 
not recelyéd any direct proposition, nor 
has the “letter country offered any in- 
demnity.* This in effect is a negative an- 
swer, unless China makes her offer as 
specific as Japan expects.

“Now that we have demonstrated that 
Colorado is not really controlled by Popu 
ists, in fact that we have buried them 
beyond the hope of resurrection, I do not 

of material prosperity as 

apprehension. “The great value of our re- 
sources is shown by the fact that five rail- 
roads have reached out from the Missis- 


Union Pacific, the Atchison, the Rock Is- 
land, the Missouri Pacific and the Buriing- 
ton... Besides, capital was easily secured 
to construct the lines from Colorado to the 
Gulf ot Mexico. Ail of these roads and 
those who hold their securities are deeply 
interested in our welfare and so are the 
security-holfers of the three roads that 
traverse the State.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—The second gen- 
eral meeting of the Society of Naval Archi- 
tects and Marine Engineers met today in 
the rooms of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers.

In conclusion Admiral Meade called at- 
tention to the present war between Japan 
and China, pointing out the fact that 
China, with a fine fleet and incompetent 
personnel, was defeated by Japan with an 
inferior fleet, But a trained personnel. He 
added: “If We are to have a policy, let us 
have one Yor heaven’s sake that will out- 
fast the brief space of a Presidential term.“ 

In a paper on Some Obstacles to Ship- 
building and Owning in this Country,” 
George W. Dickie of San Francisco said:

Over Three Thousand New Offices Es- 
tablished in a Year.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.--The annual 
report of R. A. Maxwell, Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster-General, has been submitted 
to the Postmaster-General. There are 
three divisions under his charge, those of 
appointments, bonds and commissions and 
postoffice inspectors and mail depreda- 
tions. 
The report covers the od for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1894. The total

tablished and 1784 discontinued. The 
total number of appointments during tho 
year was 23,166, and the total number of 
cases acted on 27,560, of which 8966 were 
in cases of removals. 

The employees in the postal « service 
handled 15,060,55 pieces of domestic 
registered mail during the year with the 
inconsiderable loss of 1 per cent. in every 
1778. Maxwell, in his report, emphasizes 
the negessity that the public should report 
every depredation upon the mails, whether 
it relates to registered or ordinary mat- 
ter and guarantees that every complaint 
will receive the earnest attention of the 
department. 

During the year 56,877 complaints wer 
received, affecting, affecting the ordinary 
mail; $1,181 of these referring to letters 
and 25,696 to packages, a decrease of 1933 
as compared with last year. Maxwell 
cautions the public against sending val- 
uable inclosures in the foreign ordinary 
mail, for while the international mail fa- 
cilities afforder under government pro- 
tection have the entire confidence of the 
people, the records made of such mail in 
transit are meager and greatly diminish 
the responsibility of tracing articles and 
locating losses. : 

He urges the, necessity of increase ap- 
propriations, payment of rewards and 
prominent promising the best results look- 
ing to the conviction of postal thieves. 
He also urges the nevssity of more strin- 
gent states bearing upon ‘“‘greengéods 
and obscene matter. 


SOLDIERS’ PAY. 


Report of Paymaster-General Smith 
of the War Department. 

(ssociated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Paymaster- 
General Smith in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War calls attention to the 
fact that the soldiers’ deposits have in- 
creased $79,582 during the year, a grati- 
fying increase in view of the fact that the 
deposits had been falling off in preceed- 
ing years, and of the further fact that a 
soldier with a deposit account rarely 
leaves the service without an honorable 
discharge. The expenditures on account 
of the pay of the army show an increase 
of $275,673 over the preceding year, due 
in part to the fact that the enlisted force 
was more nearly kept at its maximum 
limit. The fact that the expenditures on 
account of pay of volunteers was $493,653 
less than last year is taken as an indica- 
tion that these claims are being ex‘ 
hausted. 

The -paymaster-general questions the 
beneficial effect of the system of with- 
holding a portion of the soldier’s pay un- 
til he is discharged. The travel allowance 
of the soldier is ample to take him home 
when discharged and it is not necessary 
to withhold pay for that purpose. Any 
system which makes a soldier a dependent 
detracts from his manhood and efficiency. 
Many men elist, being told their pay 
was $13 per month, only to find that 
through reductions on account of clothing 
and withheld pay two or three months 
must elapse before he can receive any 
pay. He regards this as a breach of con- 
tract and deserts. Therefore it is recom- 
mended that the system which is cumber- 
— complicated and obsolete, be abol- 
ished. 

It is also recommended that there be 
but one common pay chest for the army 
and that all disbursements be made there 
with the bonded officers of the pay corps 
instead of being divided up between non- 
bonded disbursing officers, who, last year, 
distributed halt of the army appropria- 
tions.

For October; 1898, the exports amounted 
to $87,675,481. The imports during Octo- 
ber amounted to $59,681,674, of which

were free and $22,654,478 dutiable.

MINING CAMPS 
DANGER. 


Gold Hill and Camp Talcott Burned— 
The Property Loss Estimated at 
Over Two Million 
Dollars. . 


BOULDER.,(Colo.,) Nov. 15.—Fire in a 
sawmill, west of the mining camp 
of Ward, starting last night, spread to 
the timber and has been doing great dam- 
age, and this morning it cadre intense 
excitement here by reascn of the sensa- 
tional reports to the efféct that the mining 
camps of Ward ond Gold Hill had been 
burned to the ground. Ward, however, 
did not suffer, but Cold Hill was, at a 
later hour this afternoon, burning and 
other camps are threatened. 

Gold Hill, having a population of 600, is 
situated only four miles west of Boulder 
and Ward, with a population of 1000, is 
five miles further on. The fire started 
just west of Ward, in the heavily-timbered 
districts and swept to the east. The in- 
habitants were alarmed early in the even- 
ing, dense clouds of smoke settling down 
on the camp. The fire spread through the 
dry pine timber with remarkable rapid- 
ity and settlers along its path were forced 
to leave their cottages and cabins to burn 
and to get into the camps. The fire, burn- 
ing on the_outskirts of Ward, advanced 
toward Gold Hill and swept over an area 
of about eight miles. 

The fire is spreading towards 
Rock and it is believed that 
camps will be buried. The residents of 
Gold Hill who have not come to Boulder 
have assembled on top of Horsefel Moun- 
tain and are watching the progress of the 
devouring flames as they destroy their 
homes. The wind is blowing furiously 
and drives the fire before it in large sheets 
of flame. The property loss cannot at 
present be told, but it Will amount to 
over $2,000,000. There will necessarily be 
great destitution. The fire is spreading 
along Left Hand and in the direction of 
Sunshine. Sunshine is two miles from 
Gold Hill. Among the important mines at 
Gold Hill for which fears are expressed, 
are the Ali Meckee and Cash Berkin. 

A courier reports the destruction of 
about one-half the property of Camp Tal- 
cott and the Prussian mine and mill. The 
timber sround Gold Lake has swept 
bare by, the flames. The ranch houses of 
Bly at Left Hand were completely de- 
stroyed and Ely was badly burned about 
the facean d hands. Seaman, whose ranch 
was burned, also suffered injuries. 

Ehler’s property near Sunset was 
burned and Bhler was found unconscious 
in an outbuilding, where he had gone to 
endeavor to save something. He is seri- 
ously burned. Over three hundred men 
are fighting the fire’s approach at West 
Gold Hill, which seems to sweep everything 
before it in its trend over the mountains 
and through the valley ranches. Women 
and children are continually arriving in 
this city for protection, and the scene is 
one ot excitement and destruction.

About a y ago, 
with his wife and two children, he came 
to Humboldt to take charge of Baird’s 
ranch. With his plain and unassuming 
ways few who have known him here sus- 
pected that he was of the nobility of Rus- 
sia, but such is che fact. y 

In his native land the plain Nowy 
the title of Count, and with it enjoyed 
an estate and honors suitable to his rank. 
Like many another of his countrymen, 
however, in an unguarded moment he ex- 
pressed himself too freely on matters per- 
taining to his government and sovereign. 
As a result, his estates were confiscated 
by the Czar and with a small remnant of 
his fortune he was forced to flee the coun- 
try and seek asylum in America. | 

For twenty years he has battled with 
adversity in foreign land, sustained by 
the hope that some day possessions 
and rank would be restored to him, and 
that with his family he might end his 
days in his ancestral halls. So firmly 
was this hope established that, during 
all these years, he has never faltered in 
his allegiance to his fatherland and now 
returns still a subject of its ruler. 

With the death of Alexander III his 
hopes are near fulfillment, for he has 
been advised by faithful friends who have 
been watching his interests, that with the 
accession of the new Czar his retoration 
to rank and fortune is almost assured. 
Should this prove true, not only will his 
title and estate be sestored, but under 
the Russian law the accumulation of his 
estate during all these years will 
— making him a wealthier man than

Collectors of 


Cannot 
on Their Right of Entry.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 15.—United 
States District Judge Morrow rendered an 
tmportant decision today, defihing the 
power of collectors of customs as judges 
of the rights of Chinese seeking admission 
to this country. The local collector of 
customs insisted that the law gave him ex- 
@lusive authority to pass judgment in the 
cases of all Chinese seeking admission. 

In the case of Tom Yum, a passenger on 
the steamer Gaelic, who claimed to be a 
native born citizen of California, and as 
such claimed the right to land. Collector 
Wise held an investigation and decided 
that the Chinaman’s claims to citizenship 
were fraudulent.

It looks as if the Examiner edi- 
tor found my statement too radically Re- 
publican for pwhlication in a Democratic 
paper. But what could the Examiner have 
expected from a Republican Congressman?

Settlement was Effected: 

When the Pratt will contest was called 
up in the Probate Court yesterday morn- 
ing by Judge Clark the presumption that 
amicably compromised was 
speedily dissipated, for counsel announced 
that owing to an inability to agree as to 
the details no settlement could be effected.

Col. Coit Held Responsible for the 
Washington Courthouse Affair.

WASHINGTON COURTHOUSE, (Ohio.) 
Nov. 15.—Coroner J. M. Edwards today 
concluded an inquest on the five persons 
who were shot in front of the Courthouse 
in this place on the night of October 17. 
The following is his verdict: 

“After having viewed the bodies and 
heard the evidence, I do find that the de- 
ceased, Smith Welch, M. C. Johnson, 
Jesse Judy, William A. Sams and Theo- 
dore Ammerman, came to their death by 
being struck, while in front of the Court- 
house on the evening of October 17, 1894, 
with leaden balls fired from the interior 
of the Courthouse in Washington Court- 
house by the Ohio State National Guards, 
who were under command of James Cook 
as Sheriff, and Col. A. B. Coit as colonel 
of the Fifth Regiment of Ohio National 
Guards, and I do find that, at the time 
of firing by the guards, there was no im- 
minent danger of serious destructica of 
property or of harm to anyone inside the 
Courthouse or the remotest danger of the 
prisoner, William Dolby (colored) beirge 
wrested from the custody of Sheriff COA.

Citizens 
egongratulated on the 
amended city charter 
been agreed upon, and is now ready 
for adoption by the City Council. The 
gentlemen who have labored long and 
earnestly to bring these reforms thus 
far toward a successful conclusion de- 
gerve the thanks of the community. 

One of the best features of the new 
charter is the change which it effects 
in the date of holding the city election 
from the fall to the spring, thus remov- 
ing municipal business as far as pos- 
sible from the excitement and tumult 
of State and general elections. This 
move is so palpably inthe inter- 
est of good government that the oppo 
sition which it developed in some of- 
ficial quarters causes surprise. 

It is to be regretted that the Council 
reconsidered the proposſtion to amal- 
ga mate the offices of city engineer 
and street superintendent. A city 
engineer, however incompetent he 
may be, must necessarily have a 
smattering of technical knowledge, 
sufficient to prevent him from making 
gross blunders in street andy sewer 
work. Too often a street superintend- 
ent, appointed for political reasons, 
is entirely ignorant on these subjects, 
and the result is seen in gross and 
expensive blunders in many of our 
large cities. It is to be hoped that 


the Council will at least see that thor*T 


oughly competent men are appointed 


Under the amended charter the of- 
fices of mayor, city attorney, treas- 
urér, members of the couhcil and mem- 
bers of the board of education will 
be elective. The mayor will have the 
absolute appointment of his clerk, and 
‘will appoint, subject to confirmation 
by the council, all commissions, the 
board of health and the superintend- 
ent of buildings, while the council will 
appoint the city engineer, city clerk 
and street superintendent. 

This gives the mayor somewhat less 
power than was contemplated by the 
Citizens’ Committee, but it still leaves 
him great influence and renders more 
than ever necessary the selection of a 
man for the office who has been tried 
and not found wanting—such a man, 
for instance, as Henry T. Hazard.

MACHINE-RULE WANING. 


The necessity for divorcing munici- 
pal governments from partisan control 
is becoming more and more apparent. 
The partisan machine is responsible 
for nine-tenths of the corruption and 
misgovernment which have disgraced 
so many of our cities, large and small, 
within the past generation. The case 
of Tammany is a conspicuous illustra- 
tion. Tammany was simply a party 
machine brought to a high degree of 
perfection and kept in thorough work- 
ing order by those who had it in 
charge. Had it not been for partisan- 
ism in municipal government the mon- 
strous crimes of Tammany would have 
been impossible. 

The case of Tammany, though more 
conspicuous than others of its kind, 
ig only one among many instances of 
the evil of too intense partisanism in 
municipal government. Men of pro- 
gressive ideas are rapidly coming to 
recognize this evil, its source and ‘its 
remedy. The trend of p in bet- 
ter municipal government is distinctly 
away from partisanism\and toward 
independence of action. 

The great principles which control in 
national politics have but little to do 
in the government of cities. Munici- 
pal government is, or should be, more 
a matter of business than of politics. 
It has to do principally with the trans- 
action of the business affairs of the 
municipality, and these have, or should 
have, nothing to do with party poli- 
tes. The chief concern of every citi- 
zen should be to use his influence and 
his vote toward the selection of the 
very best men for official positions in 
the city govérnment, irrespective of 
their political affiliations. The first 
and vital question should be, is this 
candidate or that the best man that 
can be selected for this or that office? 
= he a Republican or a Demo- 
crat 


Intense partisanism in municipal pol- 


Mies plays directly into the hands of

political bosses, rings and cliques. 


fafuences and paves the way for all 


against good government. The com- 
plete purification of municipal govern- 
ment will come only through the di- 
vorce of such government from parti- 
san control. 

These facts are rapidly becoming 
more and more apparent to the better 
class of citizens, and there is a rapidly- 
growing tendency on the part of such 
citizens generally, without regard to 
party, to break away from party ties 
and act independently in purely local 
elections. This is an encouraging sign 
of the times, for it foreshadows the 
overthrow of boss rule, and of the in- 
tolerable domination of rings and 
cliques. It is an augury of wiser and 
more honest municipal government, in 
which the interests of party shall be 
subordinate to the interests of the peo- 
ple. It is an indication that the time 
is not hopelessly distant when city 
gcvernments shall be vonducted on 
business principles, and when the best 
men shall be selected as the heads of 
such governments, without reference 
to their political views. 


WAR AS A BLESSING. 


An anonymous article in the Social 
Economist, a periodical edited by Prof. 
George Gunton, sets forth some enter- 
taining ideas on the subject of war as 
an economic blessing. “Throughout 
all history,” says this author, the na- 
tions which have fought most have 
flourished most.” Even our civil war 
he holds to have been a blessing, since 
without it there could have been no 
return to a protective tariff, ence no 
general and rapid growth in manufac- 
tures, mining and chemical industries, 
without which the country would not 
have exceeded 55,000,000 of people. 

Commenting upon this remarkable 
theory, the Chicago Times says: 

“Oh, the beautiful logic. Post hoc 
ergo fie hoc. Chicago burned 
down. CHicago is now a great city. 
Go, all ye lesser hamlets—ye Kansas 
Citys, Dénvers and Spokanes—get 
yourselves cows, Kerosene lamps and 
southwest winds and burn yourselves 
up, without which you cannot achieve 
2,000,000 people. Sometimes, how- 
ever, the author is more specific in 
his enumeration of the blessings of 
war. He finds, for example, that it re- 
sults in rapidly increasing the birth 
rate, that ‘wars cause more births 
than deaths,’ and he gravely rebukes 
the late Mr. Malthus for having failed 
to note that ‘wars, plagues and pesti- 
lehces are followed by periods of sud- 
den revival in procreation, which 
make up for lost time and lost numbers.’ 
The editor of the Social Economist 
deserves compliment upon his argu- 
ment. He certainly merits appoint- 
ment upon the staff of Gen. Miles.” 


DRIFTING TO THE CITIES. 


The cityward drift of population, 
which has been observed in this 
country in recent years, is now strik- 
ingly noticeable in France. Accord- 
ing to the census of April 12, 1891, the 
official returns of which have at length 
been made, the republic contained on 
that date 38,343,192. This was an in- 
crease of nearly 125,000 since the last 
preceding census was taken, five years 
before, and 25,000 a year is a slow 
rate of growth for so great a nation. 
But there was actually a considerable 
falling off of the rural population— 
more than 700,000 decrease in five 
years. The increase was in the towns 
and cities—Paris, Marseilles, Montpel- 
lier, Toulouse and Bordeaux, showing 
marked growth. Considerably more 
than one-third of the people of France 
today live in urban communities. In 
1886 the proportion was less than 36 
per cent. Five years later it was 
nearly 38 per cent. And, according 
to careful observers, the movement 
not only continues, but is steadily ac- 
celerated, so that by this time ,prob- 
ably close to 40 per cent of the French 
people are town dwellers. 

The best remedy for this condition 
of affairs is the establishment of co- 
operative rural colonies, where the best 
features of city and country life are 
combined. Southern California is an 
ideal section for such colonies, 


Some of the thoughtless newspapers 
which are hastening to approve and 
commend the demagogical report of 
Mr. Cleveland's strike commissioners 
are preparing for themselves a bounte 
ous repast of decomposed crow, which 
they will be forced to eat by and by.

No. 1 pig iron is quoted in London 
at $11 per ton, and in various Ameri- 
can cities at prices ranging from $9 
at Louisville to $12.50 at New York, 
the average American price being 
$11.07 per ton. The duty on imported 
pig iron is $4 per ton. and freight 
charges are about $2, making the 
total cost of English iron laid down in 
New York about $17 per tén. If the 
free-trade theory were correct, the 
price of American iron would be the 
English price, plus the duty and the 
freight, or about $17, instead of $11.07 
per ton. This is another proof of the 
falsity of the free-trade contention 
that the prices of domestic products 
are enhanced by the amount of duty 
levied on imported foreign products. 
The markets of this country furnish 
hundreds of similar. refutations of 
free-trade sophistries. 


The Cleveland administration has 
been repudiated at the polls, and will 
scarcely have the hardihood to persist 
in the ruinous policy which has char- 
acterized its course thus far. But some 


possibilities of usefulness yet remain 


to this discredited administration. If 
it would promptly take up and pass 
the bill for the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal, it might in some de- 
gree mitigate the disgust which the 
American people now feel for its in- 
capacity and duplicity. 


The result of the election as regards 
the nine constitutional amendments 
voted upon in this State is still un- 
known and will be determined 
only by the official count. The 
fate of these amendments is really 
of greater and more far-reaching 
importance to the people than is 
the question as to which of the 
candidates shall occupy the various 
offices.

THE RAILROADS. 


THE OIL-BURNING Loco MOTIVE 
IS A SUCCESS. 


Result of the Tests at Santa Paula 
The Union Pacific Reorganiza- 
tion—Latest in the Atchi- 
son’s Affairs. 


* 


The oll locomotive appears to be a suc- 
cess, At least the experimental stage has 
been passed, and it is now believed that it 
is only a question of time when petroleum 
will take the place of coal as fuel on the 
railroads of California. The Santa Paula 
Chronicle of the 16th will contain the fol- 
lowing, which will be of interest to rail- 
road men everywhere: 

‘The Chronicle is most happy in being 
able to announce to its readers that the 
experiment recently made at Santa Paula 
and San Bernardino of changing a locomo- 
tive from a coal to an oll consumer, has 
resulted in a perfect success. It will be 
reme red that several weeks ago the 
Santa Fe Railroad Company sent an en- 
gine to the machine shops of the Santa 
Paula Hardware Company to be experi- 
mented on. It was accompanied by the 
master mechanic of the road and other ex- 
pert machinists. Working with James 
Davis, foreman of our shops, for about two 
weeks they attained partial ‘success. The 
locomotive was then run by oll to San 
Bernardino, where further improvements 
were made. Last week the final test was 
made, and Foreman James Davis of this 
place went down to San Bernardino to wit- 
ness the trial. He remained three days. 
During that time the engine was put to 
the severest of tests. It was attached to 
great, heavy trains—as heavy as any en- 
ines are expected to move; it was re- 
quired to climb steep grades and run at 
great speed. All sorts of tests were ap- 
Plied and the oil4burning engine was equal 
to the occasion. In short, the experiment 
is a grand success, and the question now 
will be answered in the affirmative. ‘Can 
coal-burning locomotives be converted into 
oll-burners?’ It has been stated by those 
who are in a position to know that the 
Santa Fe Railroad will, as soon as practic- 
able, begin changing their locomotives to 
oll-burners. The Southern Pacific is also 
experimenting in this matter, and of 
course the result of their efforts will be 
the same as that of the Santa Fe. In due 
time there will be a demand for all the 
oll that can be extracted from the earth 
on this Coast. It may not be generally 
known that the coal used here comes 
mainly from Australia and oil at present 
prices will be cheaper for fuel on engines 
than coal. There are several ‘oil fields’ 
in California, but Santa Paula leads them 
all. Our datly output is about 800 darrels, 
but can be increased to almost any amount 
desired. The benefit to be derived by lo- 
calities where oll is largely produced, when 
railroads begin using oil for fuel on en- 
gines, will be very great.“ 

UNION PACIFIC REORGANIZATION. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Nov. 15.—An Interesting 
feature of the proposed reorganization of 
the Union Pacific developed today in con- 
nection with the interviews with local 
railroad men had by Frederick Coudert 
and John W. Doan, government receivers 
of that property, who passed through last 
night en route East after examining the 
system. Coudert expressed himself as be- 
ing favorably impressed with the Union 
Pacific properties and thought the differ- 
ences existing between the Union Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf and the Union Pacific 
Company would be adjusted to the advan- 
tage of both companies. 

Regarding the plan of reorganization of 
the Union Pacific as proposed by the gov- 
ernment directors, he stated he was heart- 
ily in sympathy and looked to Congress to 
do something at this session that would | 


start the ball rolling to a final settlement 


of the vexed problems. ‘The scheme of the 
directors as reflected in this report is to 
substitute a 3-per cent blanket mortgage 
for the present 6-per cent. mortgage soon 
to become due. In other words, to pay 
the gevernment debt by a mortgage for 
$70,600,000, dated July 1, 1895, subject the 
entire railroad or railroads to a single 
mortgage, under which issue 3-per cent. 
100-year bonds to an amount such that 
the accruing interest will not exceed the 
minimum earning dower, apply the 
moneys and securities in the sinking fund 
to the part payment, vr extension of bonds 
which have priority of lien over the lien 
of the government and so on until the 
stock of the company is all provided for 
under the new conditions. 

“Of course,”’ said Coudert, the govern- 
ment directors are well aware that no 
plan of re-organization can be carried out 
without the approval and co-operation of. 
a large majority of the holders of all 
classes of securities. There may be some 
difficulty experienced in substituting the 
sinking fund 8's for a 3-per cent. bond at 
160, as provided for in the proposed appli- 
cation of securities, and in changing the 
collateral trust 6s to 3s at 150, but with 
these exceptions I canmot see why the 
plan submitted is not a good one. It is 
the judgment of the directors that no 
plan of reorganization can be carried into 
effect without complete foreclosures of the 
property of the company to be reorgan- 
ized, including in such foreclosures all of 
its property held in collateral trusts.” 

Coudert felt hopeful that such a scheme 
as proposed by the directors might be 
favorably acted upon in Congress, by rec- 
ognizing that the government had better 
be satisfied with a half loan than getting 
nothing, in the event of the first mort- 

The report, speaking of the 
mortgage held by the company, says that 
its len is imperfect and incomplete. It 
is for this reason impossible to marshal 
the securities intended to be issued so as 
to give to the government as favorable 
a settlement as may be offered to those 
holding security of a higher class. The 
real question to be considered is, whether 
the proposition to the 1 is a 
better proposition and will secure a bet- 
ter return to it than it could obtain by 
resorting to a foreclosure of its lien.

Cheaper Bread Needed. 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 14, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Now,as the elec- 
tion is over, and the people ready to 
turn more to the matter of sustenance, I 
want to call attention to some matters 
wholly in the interest of the poor, and, by 
the pressure of public sentiment, secure a 
change for the better. At the present 
price of wheat $3 would be a fair paying 
price for flour per barrel. With flour at 
about that price, bread can be furnished 
with a fair profit with loaves twice as 
large, as at present. One baker, at least, 
has reducea the 8 and 10-cent loaves to 
5 cents, and this has been done quite gen- 
erally in the East. It would be just and 
right, and greatly help the poor. Why 
not demand it? Beeves and sheep have 
greatly declined in cost to the butcher, 
and yet we see no reduction in the meat 
shops. A cattle shipper (a friend) tells 
me beef cattle are costing the butchers 
about 2 cents on foot; that would be about 
4 cents on the block. Mutton sheep aver- 
age about forty pounds on the block, and 
are bought at about $1 per „ ‘and 
some at less. Why should the laborer 
and the poor be charged from 6 to 12 
cents per pound for mutton? To the well- 
to-do these are not so important, but to 
the unemployed poor and day-laborer they 
are matters of great moment, and through 
the press and public sentiment the ex- 
isting condition can be changed and should 
be promptly changed, as these overcharges 
go into the pockets of those not in need 
of it. I do not pretend to give exact fig- 
ures, but they are approximate, and show 
the iniquity of this kind of thing and call 
loudly for a change.

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DRAMATIC SCENES. 


Second Day of the Craig 
Murder Trial. ~ 


George Hunter Appears as a Witness 
‘for the Prosecu- 
tion. 


—— 


The Eight-year-old Son of the Mur- 
derer Also Testifies Against His 
Father—Some Strong 

Evidence. 


— — 


The trial of the Craig murder case was 
resumed before Judge 1 a — 
in Department One, ye morn 2 
in the presence of a dense crowd of spec- 
tators of both sexes, who menifested. a 
lively interest in the proceedings, which 
were of a nature calculated to arrest the 
attention of the most disinterested of their 
number. 

The morning session was for the most 
part devoted to the introduction of evi- 
dence tending to show the intent of the 
defendant, prior to the commission of the 
offense, but during the afternoon session 
there were several features of interest. 
The most dramatic scene of the trial was 
the examination of little Willie Craig, the 
8-year-old son of the defendant, who not 
only witnessed the tragedy, but narrowly 
escaped death at the hands of his father. 

George Hunter, whom Craig shot and 
left for dead upon the back porch of the 
Hunter ranch, also ed as a witness 
for the prosecution, and exhibited his 
ecarred and powder-marked face and neck 
to the jury. 

The defendant evinced the same shrink- 
ing and coward! hich 
characterized him 
of the crime, and not even the sight of 
his own child testifying to his cold blooded 
murder of his wife, appeared ta touch 


, him. 


MORNING SESSION. 

The day's proceedings commenced with 
the examination of Miles A. Long, who 
was recalled for the purpose of testifying 
to a conversation had with Craig about 
three weeks prior to the murder with ref- 
erence to his wife and the Hunter family. 

Over the objection of the d 
witness stated that while Craig 
were talking in the woodyard adjoining the 
defendant’s premises, the defendant said 
that the * had taken Ms wife away 
from him, and he did not propose to stand 
it much longer. 

The witness was not allowed to state 
whether anything of a threatening nature 
was said by Craig, the court sustaining 
the objections of the defense to such testi- 
mony. 

Long then testified to the effect that he 
Was present when Craig was arrested, and 
practically had him in custody when the 
regular officers arrived. After identifying 
the pistols found in Craig’s possession at 
that time, witness was asked what the de- 
fendant was doing with them; but this tes- 
timony was objected to vigorously by de- 
fendant’s counsel, and after a ex- 
change between Messrs. Gage and Guthrie, 
the question was withdrawn. 

B. Genesi, an Italian bartender, was then 
called for the purpose of showing that he 
had loaned one of the pistols in evidence to 
Craig on the day of the murder, but was 
unable to identify the weapon positively on 
cross-examination. 

Harvey Davis, a policeman, was the mext 
He testified to the effect that he

Upon cross-examination Davis was closely 
questioned as to Craig’s condition when 
he met him on foot at 5 o'clock that even- 
ing, and stated that although Craig looked 
as though he had been drinking, he could

that several men could do so when drunk; 
@ remark which caused Mr. Gage to in- 
quire whether the defendant’s counsel 
spoke from experience. 

J. W. Guthrie retorted sharply that he 
spoke from personal „ where- 
upon an audible enicker escaped from the 
crowd, but Judge Smith promptly expressed 
hjs disapproval of such unseemly conduct. 

Upon redirect examination the witness 
stated that while Craig did not etagger, 
he was a man who could drink a good deal 
without showing any effect. On this occa- 
sion, however, Davis was confident that 
Craig knew what he was about. 

D. Gornelli, another Italian bartender, 
whose knowledge of the English was very 
imperfect, testified through the medium 
of an interpreter to the effect that he also 
lent Craig a pistol, and identified one of 
the two exhibited as his. : 

Mrs. E. Snyder, a daughter of Asa Hun- 
ter, was called for the purpose, of showing 
that while his wife was in San Francisco 
with her parents and children, she had a 
conversation with Craig, during which the 
defendant said that something would hap- 
pen to the Hunters before this thing was 
ended, and that if George or Jesse inter- 
fered when he went to see his children 
after they got back he would put holes 


into them. 
A vigorous effort was made by the de- 


fendant’s counsel to keep this evidence 
out, but the court allowed it to be intro- 
duced over their objections. 

~ Jesse D. Hunter then took the stand and 
testified to the effect that on the date of 
the murder he met Craig, who was driv- 
ing north in a buggy, about a half or 
three-fourths of a mile from the ranch, 
but did not turn back and follow him as 
his brother George was in charge of the 
ranch that night. 

He was present at the ranch on another 
occasion, however, when Craig was out 
there with another man, and heard his 
mother tell the defendant that he had no 
right there, and that if he did not get 


into his buggy and drive off she would 


horsewhip him. 

James J. Cronin, a carpenter, was the 
next witness. His testimony was to the 
effect that about 5:30 o’clock on the even- 
ing of July 25 last, as he was walking 
along Spring street, Craig drove up and 
asked him to hold hie horse for a minute. 
He did so, while Craig went into a gun- 
store and purchased some cartridges. When 
he came out again he offered to pay wit- 
ness for holding his horse, but witness 
re to accept either mioney, a drink, 
or a cigar. Craig then suggested that he 
take a ride with him, and witness got into 
the buggy. Upon learning that he lived at 
Fourth and Los Angeles © streets, Craig 
put him down at the cormer of Commer- 
cial and Main streets, remarking that he 
was going in the opposite direction for 
three or four other le, or he would 


give him a longer ri 
at this juncture 


A recess was declared 
until 2 o’clock p.m. 
AFTERNOON SESSION, 
Upon reconvening at that hour, Jesse D. 
Hunter was recalled for the purpose of 
showing that the relations existing be- 


tween Craig and his wife just prior to the 


murder were not friendly, as they had 
quarreled and he had instituted proceed- 
ings for divorce. 

P. Castrano, an Italian, residing at No. 
423_Alpine street, related a conversation 
he bad had with Craig two days prior to 
the murder, during the course of which 
the defendant said that he loved his wife 
and children, but Mrs. Craig and the old 
folks were down on ham and doing all 
they could against him, and he would ‘‘do 
for them some of these nights if they did 
not let up.“ 

A decided sensation was created when 


Hunter 
as its next witness, and the fourth of 
Craig’s victims took the stand. 

He stated beforebanis that neither his 


memory nor hearing were so good now as 
they had been before he was shot by his 
brother-in-law, and, consequently, Mr. 
that part which

he witnessed. 

He testified to the effect that he did not 
see Craig when he drove up to the ranch, 
as he was in an outhouse at that time, but 
on emerging he saw the defendant stand- 
ing about ten steps from the house. Wit- 
ness immediately walked across and tried 
to get into the house by the north door, 
but finding it locked went round to that 
feading into the kitchen, and was admitted 
by his sister. He then went down the 
hall to the rack and got either his hat or 
‘coat, he could not recall which, and then 
went out again the same way. Just as he 
stepped on to the back porch he was shot, 
and remembered nothing more until some- 
body placed a Dianket over him and picked 
bim up. He had no conversation with 
Craig at all before the shooting, but the 
defendant was muttering to himself as he 
walked up behind him from the outhouse. 

In response to the direct question, Who 
shot you?” the witness replied: I sup- 
pose I don’t know.” 

Some further questions were put to him 
regarding the effects of the wound he re- 
ceived, and the jury then inspected the 
powder marks and other scars on witness’ 
face and neck. 

Upon cross-examination ‘witness ‘was 
very closely questioned twith the evident 
purpose of testing his recollection, but 
ne stood the trying ordeal unflinchingiy. 
It was shown that the witness was not 
on good terms with Craig prior to the 
murder, but an effort was also made to 
show that he had firearms out at the ranch 
and was prepared for trouble with Craig, 
but fruitleasly. 

Wimie Craig, the eldest child of the de- 
fendant, was the next ‘witness called, and 
the child, a handsome boy, 8 years of age, 
timidly advanced through the crowd and 
stood up before the jury and counsel. The 
defense made a vigorous effort to keep his 
testimony out, and attempted to show that 
he was incompetent to become a witness 
on account of his tender years. At the 
suggestion of the jury, however, the court 
questioned the little ‘fellow, who, when 
once his shyness wore off, proved to be a 
bright and unusually intelligent lad, and 
the objections were overruled.

THE GAY DOCTER. 


THE FESTIVE DRUMMER AR- 
RIVES FROM THE EAST. 


He was a Model Prisoner, and Gave 
Detective Bosqui no Trouble 
Whatever on the 
Trip. 


‘Alexander Docter, drummer for 
Mose Gunst, the Francisco cigar 
dealer, who appropriated $3500 collected 
for Gunst, from M. L. Polaski, of this 
city, arrived here from New York on 
yesterday morning’s Santa Fe train in 
charge of Detective Bosqul. 

Since his flight the young man has been 
in Purope, where, especially in London 
and Paris, he has led a gay life; putting 
up at the swell resorts, throwing money 
at the birds, and dazzling the foreigners 
generally. But in Paris he ran short of 
funds, so he packed his grip for New 
York. Here Chief Glass’s descriptive cir- 
cular proved his undoing, for he was 
taken into custody almost as soon as he 
stepped ashore from the steamer. 
Glass was proniptly notified and Detec- 
tive Bosqui was immediately sent Bast 
to get the man. 

Bosqui says he had the usual trip 
across the continent and had no trouble 
getting Docter in New York. 

On the return trip he stopped only 
once, at Chicago, coming from there di- 
rect to this city. His prisoner gave him 
no trouble at any time. 

Docter’s natural brightness is still with 
him, but his London clothes are bedrag- 
gled from having been slept in many 
nights, and his air is somewhat dispir- 
ited. He is very quiet as to his troubles, 
and can find much to say on other sub- 
jects, although he emphatically denies 
that any woman ieft here with him, or 
that there were any women in the case; 
and he.says he does not think the news- 
papers have treated him fairly in publish- 


stories in regard to him. 
The news of the arrival spread rapidly 
rday, and several friends of the pris- 
oner went to see him as he was eating 
bis breakfast at a down-town restaurant. 
Gunst thought a good deal of Docter, 
and it is understood that he does not in- 
tend prosecuting the young man if he 
makes good the loss. Docter is rather 
gloomy as to this point because he is un- 
able to make up the cash himself, and 
though his father, residing at Milwaukee, 
ia well off, he doubts if he will make good 
the shortage. Docter was given a good 
education, but was naturally inclined to 
be wild and gradually drifted away from 
home. He is confined in the city prison.

SALTER, THE POISONER. 


Believed to Have Committed at Least 
Two Murders—Creditors Trying 
to Collect Money Due 
to Them. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 15.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Linking the testimony 
of the various witnesses in the preliminary 
examination of Thomas Salter, charged 
with attempt at poisoning Samuel Barnes 
with many occurrences of the past year in 
this city, has developed a round of scan- 
dals and charges of heinous crimes, such 
as are coupled with the names of few in- 
dividuals. The way in which Salter re- 
ferred to Paul Powers on several occa- 
sions when making threats to the Barnes 
family, has aroused the suspicion that 
Salter may have committed that murder. 
Paul Powers was a hack driver, and one 
night while he was driving home from the 
First-street bagnios, where he had taken 
a man, somebody climbed upon the back 
of his hack and shot him. Another rumor 
is to the effect that Chris Kurtz, who died 
of hat was pronounced by the physicians 
at the time to have been blood poisoning 

: the amputation of a toe, was 
Peally: poisoned 6y Tom Salter, who lived 
at the Southern Hotel for a time. Mr. 
Kurtz was owner and proprietor of the 
Southern Hotel. 

It has also developed within a few days 
that Galter’s numerous liasons with Mrs. 
Barnes brought her to a delicate condition, 
out of which Salter endeavored to get her 
by forcing her to take some very powerful 
drugs, but which did not produce the de- 
sired result, and a criminal operation be- 
came necessary. It was while she was ill 
from the effects of this that one of the 
letters offered as evidence yesterday was 
‘written to Mrs. Barnes by Salter, in which 
he .exposed himself as so anxious as to 
her ‘health. Another charge laid at his 
door is that of being a married man, and 
yet playing the part of a bachelor. The 
wife is said to be living at Pasadena, and 
has a babe two months old. There are 
still other crimes charged to him, but they 
are not so well established, though they 
go to show that the statement that Salter 
had six rooms in different parts of the 
city at one time may be established at 
true. A large number of detectives are

The Weekly Bulletin for Southern 
California. 


Following is the weekly weather and 
crop bulletin of Southern California, is- 
sued by the Weather Bureau, for the 
week ending November 12: 

No changes of a material character oc- 
curred in the weather during the week, 
which added one more to the long con- 
tinued dry period. The deficieny in rain- 
fall is becoming marked as the season ad- 
vances. and is causing some anxiety to 
farmers who are desirous to begin farm 
work, but which cannot be started till 
generous rain falls. The temperature 
in the interior was higher than the sea- 
sOnal average, elsewhere it was about 
normal, except in some of the immediate 
coast sections where it was slightly be- 
low. Night fogs were frequent along the 
coast and were beneficial to grass crops 
and young barley. Oranges were bene- 


‘fited by the warm weather as was also 


the last of the raisin crop. Detailed re- 
ports follow: 

San Luis Obispo: Rain is much needed 
for grass, which is somewhat retarded by 
the warm, dry weather. Dense fogs pre- 
vailed the early part of the week. Plow- 
ing continues. Highest temperature, 90 
deg.; lowest, 42 deg. 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: The 
weather continues normal; cool nights and 
pleasant days prevail. Corn is about 
gathered and is an average crop where ir- 
rigated. Feed is very scarce and high. 
The weather seems settled and with but 
little hopes of rain. 


Los Angeles county—Duarte: The tem- 


perature has been little above the normal; 


deg. Oranges are growing nicely and 
promise a good crop. Not much farm 
work can be done till the rains come. 
Covina: The past week was similar to 
the previous one; warm days and cool 
nights with occasional fogs in the morn- 
ing prevailed. Farmers are experiencing 
some anxiety regarding the rains which 
hold off so long. Hay is somewhat higher 
on account of the continued fair weather. 

Riverside—The past week was very 
warm; the maximum temperature ranged 
from 3 to 5 deg. above the average for 
the last ten years. The orange crop will 
be light as regards seedlings; budded 
varieties will be a full average. The 
fruit looks well. 

Orange county—Santa Ana: The tem- 
perature was very even during the week, 
ranging from 65 to 86 deg. at 1 p.m. 
Heavy fogs prevailed each night and were 
beneficial to alfalfa and young barley. 
Oranges are looking exceedingly fine and 
promise a good crop. Shipping of celery 
has commenced. Tustin: The weather 
was characterized by an unusual succes- 
sion of heavy night fogs which lasted till 
the middle of the forenoon, the remainder 
of the days were clear and pleasant. A 
few days more will complete the harvest- 
ing of walnuts and peanuts and all in- 
terests will be ready for rain. The wal- 
nut crop would have been larger than last 
year’s but for some loss because of hot 
wind. Peanuts are turning out well with 
prospects for fair returns. Barley grow- 
ers are dry plowing and the acreage will 
be large if the weather becomes favorable. 
Capistrano: The highest temperature dur- 
ing the week was 68 deg.; lowest, 54 deg.
